WASHINGTON, May 9.—The names 
of 73 survivors of the 188 Americans 
aboard the Lusitania had been reported 
to the State Department at midnight to- 
night, when the tagk of comparing the 
lists was suspended ‘until tomorrow. 
Consul Frost, at Queenstown, said there 
was no hope that any more would be 
found alive.

{ees formerly mahaged by Mr. Carl 
Lowenberg, ex-German Consul here. 

For fqur hours the crowd, which 
gradually swelled ‘from about 150 to 
over 50@ persons Intent on damage, 
and which was followed by from two 
to three thousand curious spectators, 
Paraded the downtown streets, alter- 
nating their marching with attacks 
upon the above premises. Women and 
boys figured prominently in’ the riot 
and in the looting of the wholesale 
Premises the fair sex had a consider- 
able share. 

As a result of the damage done 
threats of actions against the city were 
made by parties interested in the 
wrecked premises. Mayor Stewart will 
demand an investigation, while the 
participation of a number of soldiers 
in the rioting will call for military in- 
quiry. 3 

The damage done at the Blanshard 
Hotel, formerly the Kaiserhof Hotel, 
the proprietor of which is Mr. Kosten- 
bader, a German born, but now a nat- 
Uralized British subject, was such that 
the place looked as if a cyclone had 
struck it. All fhe plate glass windows 
on the ground floor were completely 
smashed; the heavy leaded lights abave 
swept away, and few of the windows 
of the upstairs rooms escaped, The bar 
fixtures and contents were smashed to 
atoms and thrown into the street, 
while upstairs rooms were sacked and 
furniture, bedding, etc, hurled through 
the windows into the street below or 
tumbled down the stairways. Police 
and an early detail of soldiers sent in 
from the Willows camp appeared pow- 
erless to stop the destruction, and while 
they stood guard on the sidewalks 
Without the work of destruction went 
merrily on within. It was midnight 
before an armed detail from the Wil- 
lows Camp, under command of Colonel 
Holmes, arrived at Lower Yates Street, 
where the destruction was then in pro- 
gress, and a stop was put to the riot- 
ing. 

Cause of Riot 


What started thé crowd on its mis- 
sion of destruction does not appear cer- 
tain. The rumor get about that some of 
the local Germans had celebrated the 
sinking of the Lesitania a German 
vietory. The rumor spread, and shortly 
before 8 o'clock a .crowd of soldiers 
gathered in the Blansbard Hotel bar, 
They demanded of the bartender that 
the Union Jack be displd¥ed, and as 
potations increased the demands on the 
part of the crowd grew louder. It did 
not. require much to lead the ideas of 
the:crowd into a destructive vein, but 
little damage was done at that time, the 
crowd contenting itself with climbing 
on to the bar and singing patriotic airs, 
some attempting to scrape from off the 
walls mottoes to which they took ex- 
ception, , Three soldiers climbed the fire 
escape to the roof and‘ strung wo 
Union Jacks from the flag staf, a 
yond the smashing of one of the plate 
glass windows, the damago done at 


, Im the meantime a large crowd had 
collected around the hotel and many 
members of it joined in the street pro- 
cession, formed when the soldiers and 
others inside came out and started 
down the street. The cry “To the Ger- 
man Club” was taken up with avidity, 
and @ rush was made to the former 
Premises of the club, located over the 
butcher shop of Messrs. P. Burns & Co,, 
902 Government Street. The club pram- 
ises have not been used as such since 
shortly after war was declared. The 
furniture within was the property of 
Mr. Henry Seidenbaum, who held !t In 
return for ent paid under a three years’ 
lease, which he bas been unable to can- 
cel. The crowd, by the time it reached 
the club, had rapidly increased tn num- 
ber until aboyt 300 shouting and singing 
individuals, on mischief Intent, packed 
the roadway from curb to curb. In an 
instant the stairway te the club quar- 
ters upstairs was packed, the door burst 
open and a scramble followed by chose 
outside a8 pictures, furniture, a cash 
register and scores of other articles 
craslied through the windows. ° Every- 
thing wae stripped from the place and 
furpiture too latge to be convenicntly 
shovel through the windows was 
smashed and the parts cast into the 


street, 
“To the Kaigerhor" 

No sooner had the club premises been 
wtecked than the cry “Back to the 
Kaiserhoft” started the rioters on their 
most serious work of destruction, 
headed by gwo large portraite of His 
Majesty King George, which had been 
seoured somewhere, Arriving at the 
hotel the rioters thronged through the 
place and the crash of glassware and- 
noise of furniture hurled downstairs 
Was echoed by the shouts of encourage- 
ment from outside. The roadway was 
packed with a curious crowd, wich had 
gathered as reports of the previous 
doings circulated in the downtown sec- 
tion, There must have been a: least 
3,000 persons in the street, and for an 


in the meantime a picket of men 
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left the city just before the war broke 
out. The contents were hurled into 
the streets with a repetition, of the rob- 
beries committed at the other pleces. 


Gall fer Treeps 

To repeated requests from the police 
authorities, an armed detachment from 
the Willows camp arrived at the scene 
of the disturbance shortly before mid- 
night, and the effect was magical. 
Guards were plated in front of the 
ruined wholesale premises, and a guard 
arrived at the premises of Messrs. 
Pither & Leiser, corner of Lower Fort 
and Wharf Streets, just in time to pre- 
vent dumage there. A window was 
amashed, but further damage Was pre- 
vented. : 

The polices backed by the military, 


‘| were in @ position to take bolder mea- 


sures, and nearly twenty persons were 
apprehended and taken to police head- 
quarters, but after their names were 
ascertained they were allowed to g0. 
Action will probably be taken against 
some or all of them later. No definite 
charge wes laid against any of them, 

While the work of destruction at the 
‘Bianshard Hotel was at its height @ 
call for all police off duty was issued, 
and after a short time the greater por; 
tion responded. The mounted police 
made & few ineffectual attempts early 
in the evening to disperse the crowd, 
but nothing in the way of a determined 
eftort-was undertaken. The first picket 
of soldiers sent into town was dppar- 
ently powerless to control the soldier 
element of the crowd, which Went its 
own way, given hearty support by an 
ehement of the civilian crowd. 

Visit to Jail 

Earlier in the evening the rumor was 
circulated that a sailor had been ar- 
rested, The crowd was on its way 
from the German club premises to the 
Blansherd Hotel and veered from the 
direct line of march to call at police 
| headquarters where it demanded the re- 
lease of the supposed prisoner. When 
convinced that no sailor was being held 
the march was resumed. The personnel 
of the trouble make: was almost 
wholly of the young jJemént in the 
early proceedings but as the excifement 
increased the older element partici- 
pated. Scores of soldiers on the down- 
“town streets, however, took no part in 
the riot and did not even participate 
therein in the capacity of spectators, 
It was an Irresponsible element which 
seemed tv be the ring-leaders, and it 
grew bolder as the march of destrut- 
tion met with little or no hindrance. 
By midnight the disturbance was vir- 
tually over though large crowds of 
curious. people waited about the ruined 
premises viewing the effects of the 
trouble. 

Just what damage was done could 
not be estimated last night but a rougi: 
estimate of between $20,000 and $25,000 
was mede. Mr. Simon Leiser, who de- 
clared Lis Britieh citizenship of forty 
years entitled him to a protection 
which he asserts, he did not receive 
from th® authorities, declared his loss 
would figure at nearly $12,000. Hae 
declared his intention of demanding re- 
dress from the city and ‘he severely 
criticized the failure of the police to 
guard his premises. 

Mayor Stewart refused to make any 
statement last evening contenting him- 
self with a statement to the effect that 
he would Investigate the occurrence. 

At 1:30 o'clock 150 men fully armed, 
marched in from the Willows Camp 
end were picketed at various points in 
the downtown section. Guards were 
placed sround all of the damaged prem- 
fees and will probably be kept there 
for a day or two.

For 
some time past they had been residing 
with Mra, Stokes’ parents, Mr. and 
Mra, T. G. Etlfott, 2664 Graham Street, 
They seft Victoria two weeks ago and 
stayed two days with friends at Lon- 
don, Ontario, thence proceeding to New 
York., They were on their first visit 
frome and were looking forward with 
delignt to again meeting their parenia 
and relatives in the Old Land.

There is a 
stern resolve in millions of minds- that 
the world shall be purged of the in- 
finite wickedness that can plan and 
carry out such evil, but one often 
récognizes fear that perhaps we have 
been building upon a@ false foundation, 
and that there must be some better 
asia for our social organization, than 
that upon. which we hayvé been avowedly 
erecting it. 

Not long ago, an English clergyman 
‘was asked, “Is not Christianity a fall- 
wre?" and he replied, “I cannot say; 
for it hag never yet been tried.” Ho 
was, of course, not referring to tndi- 
vidual cases, but to the policies of na- 


* thons, We call ours a Christian civiliz- 


ation; but it is not. It is only a civil- 
ization developed by nations within 
What it has pjeased us to call Chris- 
tendom; but there is no more Chris- 
tenity In it-than there was in Rome in 
the days of Julius Caesar or in Tar- 
tary in the days of Genghiz Khan. We 
are not a Christian people; our govern- 
ments are not patterned after the 
teachings of Christ. This ts true, and 
being true, it should. give us pause. 

in common with our Allies, we have a 
great duty to pefform, and perform it 
We shall; but we have another duty 
“Mat we are only beginning to apprect- 
a’e. There must be & searching of 
hearts such as mankind has never wit- 
nensed. We must find wherein we have 
@vme short of the ideals at which we 
have professed to alm, There ts an old 
saying, & saying that has come down 
from a remote antiquity, that “without 
the shedding of blood there is no remis- 
aion of sins.”

The anly event of much importance 
reparted from the Western battlefront 
yesterday was that the British had re- 
gained additional parts of the trenches 
to the @outh of Hill 60, which they 
Were compelled by asphyxiating gases 
to abandon early last week. A Ger- 
man offensive near Peronne, which is 
considerably to the south of Arras, 
was repulsed, as wae also an attack in 
force against the British lines near St. 
Julien. In the latter instance it Ia 
said the German losdes were very 
heavy. An offensive movement by the 
enemy in Champagne was also frus- 
trated. Elsewhere only heavy cannon- 
ading took place. It is beginning to 
look as if heavy cannonading, 
concentrated and followed up by an in- 
fantry advance, ig not of great mill- 
tary’ value, . 

If the unofficia) reports from the 
Dardanelles are correct, ‘the forcing of 
the Strait cannot now be long delayed. 
It ja stated that all the forts as far as 
Nagara have been silenced. This would 
enable the fleet to penetrate into the 
wider waterway lying beyond the Nar- 
rows. It would not be all plain sail- 
ing even after that, for there are bat- 
teries at several points betweon Nagara 
and the entrance to the Sea of Mar- 
mora, that is a long distance of twen- 
ty-five miles, but if previous accounts 
are correct our troops are: already in 
possession of the country around Gali- 
Poli which is at the inner end of the 
Strait, if not of the city itself. It is 
unofficially announced; that a general 
attack both by land and sea is in pro- 
gress. We ought to receive very satis- 
factory information from this field of 
operations within a very few days,

From a) military point or naval point 
of view Wwe are Rot especially desirous 
that the United States should enter the 
war, Rithoggh we shall mention “one 
particular in whith that naYoh coula 
render ‘valuable gervice. This we shall 
mention later, but first we would Ike 
to say that it would be a Gistinect gain 
to mankind if the United States would 
rank itself upon the ide of the cham- 
pions of freedom and civilization 
against tyranny and savagery. It would 
algo tend to render possible a union of 
forces, which would make for the Dper- 
manent peace of the world, Our neigh- 
bors are very much given to being in."

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Canadians left England, dated from the 
White Hart, Salisbury. It seems that 
the men had been marching through 
Somerset, and one of the sentences in 
that letter ran something like this: “We 
were enormously .struck by the num- 
ber of English children we eaw every- 
where, not all beautiful perhaps, but all 
fresh and sturdy, and essentially Eng- 
lish, and I think all our men felt as 


I did, that they would be willing enough | 


to give their own lives if 'théy could 
bag three of thoke baby-butchering 
bodches apiece before they died.” That 
was Herrick all over, quick to be stirred 
at the misfortunes of the weak and 
although (or ought it not to be “be- 
cauge”) he was the most thorough 
Canadian imaginable, his heart turned 
to tBe Old Country folk with a son's af- 
fection. -But it ts not of the paymaster 
who seems to have insistea upon lead- 
ing his men as a fighting man, that 
these lines are written. He had a past 
which had nothing to do with war, and 
if he had lived he should have had 
& future in which few if any Canadians 
would have surpassed him. 

In his own business as a Western 
land surveyor he had few, if any, rivals 
jn the field. and in this splendid body 
of men which has already given at 
least sixty of those who can possibly 
convince the doctors that they are young 
enough to bear arms, there were few 
more wiry, more tenacious, in face of 
natural obstacles than the subject of 
this.sketch in’ spite of his grey head, 
and none more popular. 

Many years ago, during our last bad 
times, when the manhood- of British 
Columbia had turned to West Kootenay 
to scratch the wealth put of the ground 
which seemed to bave vanished else- 
where, We came across an empty log 
shanty in which urveying party hed 
been camping. 

Nailed to the logs inside was some 
comic verse: —“The Watt of the House- 
maid.” This one of us read and found so 
good that he put it in his pocket and 
subsequently sought for the author. 
When found he was, of course, Herrick 
McGregor, so difident about his own 
work that it was only after a long 
struggle that he was eventually persuad- 
ed to submit some of his “stuff” to the 
press. 

Since then his “stuff has raised a 
smile on most of our lips and though 
we do not claim for our friend that he 
was @ great poet, we do perhaps claim 
that in comic verse he had no master in 
Canada, and few anywhere. But, after 
all, comic verse never showed Mc- 
Gregor at his best and we at least be- 
lieved that in the future his mark would 
be made as one of the most original 
of essentially Canadian writers. Born 
and bred in Eastern Canada, amongst old 
fashioned Scotch Canadian folk, he was 
saturated with Scotch Canadian feeling 
by nature, and had supplemented — his 
natural genius by absorbing thoroughly 
much of the best in the old country’s 
literature. Perhaps his favorites were 
Stevenson, Christopher, North and 
Hakluyt although he was rather an 
omnivoious reader of good English, 
For any other he had a very freely ex- 
Pressed contempt, and if he had a par- 
ticvlar pession for anything it was for 
pure English, Equipped in this fashion 
he began to write in December, 1911, 
for the British Columbia School Maga- 
wine, and it was in this that some of 
his most typical verse appeared. Hia 
first article was upon one of his favor- 
ite heroes, Richard Hakluyt. It was an 
article for children, written with the 
avowed intention of educating Young 
Canadians in the traditions of their 
forefathers. Of Hakluyt he wrote; 
“He did not wish to attain fame for 
himself nor to give great glory to the 
dead and gone captains of whom he 
wrote. His thought was all for Eng- 
land; to show to others what England 
had done and to inspire in British hearts 
the courage and desire to ever had the 
weas.” There spoke Herrick McGregor, 
and the present leader of the Navy 
League of British Columbia will tell 
you that no one did more to further 
Hakluyt's ends than McGregor. A 
strong Liberal in politics, he let no 
party aMliation stand in his way, wher 
matters connected with the Navy were 
under discussion, but, like most of ua, 
loathed the introduction by either side 
of matters touching the netional life 
into party politics,

Lieut.-Col. Holmes Receives 
Notice to Prepare His Corps 
for Departure--England |m- 
mediate Destination. 


The 48th Battalion, Lt-Col. W. J. 
H. Holmes commanding, has deen 
warned for active service. 

A telegram has been received* from 
the Depaytment of Militia, instructing 
Col, Holmes to prepare for an early 
departure from the Willows Camp to 
England The immediate destination, 
it is assumed, is the Canadian base at 
Shorncliffe. 

This official intimation that the 
corps which “has been training here for 
several months would not be required 
{fo spend another period at the same 
kind of work at the Vernon concentra- 
tion cainp was a pleasant surprise to 
the officers and men. 

Col. Holmes gave out the news while 
hie battalion was tn bivouac at Gien 
Lake, near Langford Plains, The sol- 
diers demonstrated their appreciation 
in an outburst of the wildest enthusi- 
asm. 

Nothing official has been issued with 
reapect to the date of departure. <A 
report tg in circulation that the corps 
Will leave the city on Sunday, the 16th 
inst. Col. Holmes, however, states that 
it fs not based on any authentic in- 
formation, and’ that {t in impossible to 
pay on what day the start will be made. 
It is understood from other quarters 
that the C. P, R. has not yet made the 
Decessary special transportation ar- 
rangenents, which emphasizes the un- 
certainty of the date in question.

CANADIAN PIONEER 
DIES AT CAPITAL 


Colonel Walker Powell, Distin- 
guished Militia Officer and 
Brother of Late, Dr. |, W. 
Powell, Passes Away, 


‘ . 

The death of Colonel Walker Powell 
at Ottawa last Thursday marks the 
Passing away of one of Canada's most 
distinguished pioneers, and one of 
whom, it can be truthfully said, bore 
hia full measure of the heat and bur- 
den of the day, for his life, at times, 
Was a strenuous one. 

He was for some years in commercial 
Ufe in Norfolk County, and had held 
various offices in county politics. He 
sat as master for Norfolk in the Can- 
adian Assembly from 1867 to 1861, and 
was a great peréonal political friend 
of Sir John Macdonald. He was ap- 
Pointed Deputy Adjutant-General for 
the Dominion in 1868, and Adjutant- 
General in 1876, from which post he 
retired in 1896. He was thanked in 
Several orders for his important public 
services, particularly in connection with 
the “Trent” affair, the Fenian raids and 
the withdrawal of the Imperial troops 
from Canada in 1871. 

He carried a tremendous responsibility 
at the time of the northwest rebellions,

Me was, at the 
time of his death, one of the oldest, 
if not the oldest, officer in the Volun- 
teer Militia, having. joined the 1st Reg- 
iment Norfolk Militia in 1847. 

He was the eldest brother of the late 
Dr. 1. W. Powell, of this city, who pre- 
deceased him a short time ago.

The Bed Cross 

The object of the Red Cross was 
Primarily to render succor in time of 
war. In America this society relieves 
distress of whatever kind, whether in 
Peace or war, The victims of flood or 
fire, earthquake or famine, as well as 
those injured in battle, are cared for by 
this organization. But the Red Cross 
of European nations is organized for 
the express purpose of giving help to 
wounded men. 

Tt has been agreed by all civilized 
nations that Red Cross workers are 
not to be molested. Doctors and 
nurses may carry off wounded men or 
dress their wounds even on the bat- 
tlefield where they have been defeated. 
The Red Cross flag flown from buildings 
where wounded men are lying) or from 
hospitals protect them from attack, 
No crime can be greater than the dis- 
regard of this sign, and a breach of 
this sort is seldom, if ever, acknowl- 
edged. 

The money for the support of the 
Red Cross is usually, If not always, 
given by voluntary subscription. In 
time of peace Red Cross workers oc- 
cupy themselves with making supplies 
for hospitals and ambulances, Until the 
war broke out the Canadian Red Cross 
Society had but few branches. Now 
there ts a branch in almost every centre 
in the country. 

It is many months since the Florence 
Nightingale Chapter, I. 0. D. EK. de- 
voted much of the time of Its members 
to preparing supplies for the hospitals, 
Mrs. Fleming, Mrs. Wilkerson and Mra. 
Heam formed the committee of the 
chapter. Mra. Bullen’s committee 
helped on the work when It was felt 
that any time could be spared from the 
soldiers’ comforts, 

The formation of a Red Cross. branch 
was advised at the alinual meeting of 
the Florence ' Nightingale Chapter, 
Among those who worked hard toward 
that end were Mrs: Hasel}, Miss Munro 
and Mrs. Fleming. 

The news from Grent Britain and 
from Europe showed the necessity for 
organigzetion, and at the public meeting 
men as well as women entered upon the 
work with enthusiasm. Subscription» 
were sent In and funds collected. The 
warm weather released the members of 
the I. 0. D. EB. and other societies from 
the necessity of doing much of the work 
for the soldiers in the field, and now, 
they and hundred of stay-at-home wo- 
men as well as the children of the pub- 
lle schools are working under the ban- 
ner of the Red Cross. 

The need of the hospitals is great, 
how great We who know nothing of war 
can hardly picture to ourselves, No- 
thing is more admirable than the har- 
mony with whicth this work is being 
done. Women are giving of their time 


the necessities of life without any re- 


and their means with the utmost lib- 
erality. For the moment, nothing scems 
to be thbught of except making hospi- 
tal supplies, and those who a few weeks 
ago were knitting helmets, wristlets 
and making warm abirts, belts, and 
other garments are foremost in this 
work, 

The lady to whom the inexperienced 
look for direction is Mra. Harold Fiem- 
ing. All day she -is at the Temple 
Bullding, giving ovt work, taking ac- 
count of it as it comes in and dispatch- 
ing parcels and boxes. With regard to 
Red Cross work Mrs, Fleming occupies 
the same position as Mrs. Bullen did 
to. the Soldiers',Comforts since the be- 
ginning of the war. « 

The regents of all the chapters, the 
members, branchés of the Red Cross on 
many parts of the Island, and other 
societies are contributing splendidly: 
The linen shower held at Government 
House and the collection of old linen 
on May Day have been of the greatest 
help. 

Yet work as hard as they may, ‘the 
women of Victoria will not feel that so, 
long as wounded men are being sent to 
the rear, they can do enougtt, In no 
part of that, long line which stretches 
from Switzerland to the North Sea must 
any suffering soldier need any of the 
appliances which women's hands can 
furnish to ease his pain. This Red Cross 
work must not slacken until the war 
is over. 


Au Appeal for Serbia 

A letter has been received ftom Scot- 
lend from a former resident of Vic- 
toria, who went home recently. She 
says: 

“My mother is very much interested 
in the Serbia Field Hospital, for which 
funds are terribly needed, and she has 
been asked to send «a few appeals to 
her friends. I am sending one to you 
because I thought you might be able 
end willing to get some from people in 
Victoria.” 

The writer goes on to say that by the 
séle of Serbian flags, $15,000 was real- 
ired in a single day in the city of 
Giasgow.

One woman had 
heen deserted by her husband and was 
left with three children to support, and 
there were other women who were 
widows or wives with husbands out of 
work. And it has not been merely the 
money but the sense of co-operation and 
wervice that has helped to restore these 
women to vigor and hopefulness. One 
day during a cold period in Winter a 
woman appeared half frozen, ber only 
garments being a dress and a pair of 
shoes. That night each woman in that 
room, out of the dollar she had earned, 
wave fifteen cents to this woman in ‘dis- 
tress; and one of them who had re- 
céived as a Christmas gift a warm pet- 
tleoat took It off and gave it to her. 
More recently the work has been ex- 
tended by making goods and selling 
them at very low prices to people who 
want to give them to refugee children.”

JOHNNY. GALE 


By Late Capt. J. H. MeGregor 

The writings of the late Capt. Herrick 
McGregor have attracted a consider- 
able amount of attention during the lest 
fow years. His time wa’ occupied with 
many interests and it is, perhaps, un- 
fortunate that he was unable to devote 
more time to Iterary work. The fol- 
lowing short story, which appeared in 
the School Magagine issued by the Pro- 
vincial Department of Hducation in 
‘March, 1912, is & good example of his 
work, 

Old folks are not very fond of Winter 
—particularly when Winter measures 
four months long and four feet deep 
with an isotherm that circles about zero, 
and icicles that weigh a hundred pounds 
—but young people just revel and roll 
in it. 

And after one good old-fashioned 
Winter in Canada the boy immigrant 
from anywhere knows himself a Can- 
adian, and his Old Country memories 
become dim and uncertain, like the hap- 
penings of a dream. 

Johnny's first Winter began, of course, 
with Indian Summer efter the earliest 
frost had splashed the maple mountain- 
side with red and gold. His first adven- 
ture was to the summit ef that moun- 
tain, and he got there by way of many 
an orchard and meadow and cow-pasture 
that has Deen’ long since covered with 
brick and stone. Looking backward from 
the top, he could see the busy little City 
of Montreal several miles away; then 
the river, partly hidden by He Ste. 
Helene; then the farther shore of 
Longueuil, and away to the south dim 
hills that led to Lake Champlain. To 
the westward he could see the white of 
Lachine Rapids and hear their roar— 


very faintly at that distance. Beyond 
egein and westward, he caught a 
/qlimpse of the big wide waters above 
the rapids, and beghn to understand the 
talk he had heard In town, of « canal 
that might be,dug around the rocky 
torrents, so that boats could go right on 
up from Montreal and sall—and sall— 
and sail. ‘ 

It looked almost impossible, but he 
lived to eee it done three times ([)think 
it, was three), and each time it was 
Gug deeper and broader Digger and 
better. 

The first digging waa dene by French- 
Canadians alone; but at the second, large 
numbers of Irish were employed—new, 
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‘Up the same trail in 1643 came Maison- 
neuve, the founder of Montreal, bearing 
& wooden cross on bis back which he 
planted in thankful memory of his 
town's escape from a river-flood, 

Here came the soldiers and the priests 
and the sisters of the Hotel Dieu, the 
first white women to ascend the St. 
Lawrence, who made pilgrimage to the 
mountain-top all Summer long in 1643, 
until the spying and killing Iroqdois 
came too, and made the trail a death-, 
trap. 

Johnny Gale knew nothing of all thie 
as he walked through the forest, but 
he gathered butternuts and wild grapes, 
and tasted the aroma of adventure. He 
came to @ hillock that overlooked the 
north slope of the mountain, and from 
there he saw a great plain with a road 
running far through it and many farms 
on ejther side, and then again forest in 
which the road disappeared, 

And when he came on to the road he 
found’ a village of about a dozen little 
wooden cottages clustered around a 
atone church, with a high wooden cross 
in the road centre, and a poek-marked, 
middle-aged, oldish man sitting at its 
base and puffing strong tobacco from a 
big-bowled pipe. 

The pock-marked, middic-aged, oldish 
man pointed a finger at Johnny—who 
was tired and dusty with travel—and 
aaid: “Bully for you!” which was all 
the English he knew, and many other 
things in friendly French, of which 
Johnny could only understand an oc- 
casional word at the beginning or end 
of a rapid-fire_ sentence. 

He was dressed in home-made bian- 
kets cut loosely to the figure, his cap 
Was the usual knitted toque, and his 
fegt—without stockings—were tucked 
comfortably into hand-whittled wooden 
shoes. He poked Johnny. in the stomach 
and found him empty. “Come on!" he 
signalled. “Thies way—quick—quick— 
quick!" 5 

He fluttered Johnny along the road to 
@ whitewashed house with a green door 
and window-shutters, “My house!” he 
explained. He brushed a lot of children 
away from the doorstep. “My infants 
and grand-infants!" he apologized. 

He steered Johnny through the door 
and into a big kitchen about half-filled 


In one sat an olf man in a 
bianket Jounging-sult, smoking diligent- 
ly and working with a draw-knife on 
& hickory axe-handle, held like a vice 
between his knees and bare feet. In the 
other sata very old man smoking 4 very 
old pipe, softening some ort of leather 
harness with mellow fish-oil. 

“My wife and the others, My father. 
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lock musket and a powder-horn, and 
proclaimed that he was a guide of the 
best, willing and able to take Johnny 
home. 

This he did, partly by way of the 
road, but mostly across country and 
through the woods, where he stopped 
talking long enough to shoot the heads 
off w brace of spruce partridge, which 
he divided fairly with Johnny when they 
parted company on the street of Notre 
Dame. 

And after that they had many excure 
sions together, for the old man was 
never unwilling to take @ holiday if 
Johnny head one. Probably he was @ 
very ordinary old man in some Ways, 
and had never been admired and listened 
to by any one else as he was by this 
green immigrant lad whom he taught to 
shoot and light s camp-fire with dint 
and ateel, to use an axe and to mend 
moccasins, walk oh snowshoes and make 
a toboggan. And taught him, too— 
without any definite intention—to under- 
stand and speak the French-Canadian 
patois, which is just very old Norman 
French. 

For if you camp out alone with a man 
who can catch fish through a hole in 
the ice and serve it up broiled in twenty 
minutes on birch-bark dishes, and who 
talks all the time that he is showing 
you how to bujld a hemlock bed and a 
hemlock lean-to or half-tent, and a pine 
camp-fire all at the same time, you 
simply haye to understand him, for he 
might be telling you something worth 
while. 

And in this manner Johnny Gale be- 
gan to understand not only the French- 
Canadian language, but the French Can- 
adian character as well, and to appre- 
ciate the kindliness and the sensitive 
friendliness of their hature, which is

Origin of Regiment 

It is interesting io trace the history 
of the British Columbia cavalry force. 
The organization, out of which has 
grown the magnificent regiment now 
Prepared for the field, is just seven 

Years old. The original adrons we 
launched in the towns of Vernon, Mer- 
ritt, Lumby and Kamloops. The move- 
Ment may be sald to have been inau- 
gurated through the enthu im of a 
number of cavalry officers who had 
taken .up their residence in the British 
Columbia interior and who, notiig the 
humber of splendid horsemen of which 
those sections boasted, could not re- 
frain from. bending their energtes to- 
Wards the forming of a crack mounted 
corps. One of the first officers iden- 
tied with the B. C. Horse,-as it then 
Was called, was Major Perry, who died 
in 1910. Col. Bott served under that of- 
He took charge of the Lumby, 
squadron when it was formed, and 
Was senior officer when the force was 
moDilized at Vernon about ‘the time of 
Great Britain's declaration: of war 


against Germany. On December 4 
the Interior squadrons were moved to 
Victoria, Thelr strength then was 
about 400 officets and men. In the 
Meantime there had been organizgd a 
Victoria squadron of the B. ©, Horse, 
ch quickly attracted the necessary 
humber of volunteers, Under Major 
Bapty, Captain W. W. Foster and other 
efficient officers, the local body whs well 
trained, and its addition to Col. “Bott's 
force added materially to the latter’ 
strength.

NOTES ABOUT MUSICIANS 


“Samson” occupies a’ place that t& 
almost unique among the oratorios. It 
is. operatic in form and would be won- 
derfully effective if rendered with all 
the accessories of scenery, costumes and 
action, This is true more or less of 
all oratorios, but “Samson” is so ‘in- 
tensely human throughout that it, per- 
-haps more than any other, would lend. 
itaelf in the highest degree to drama- 
tie production, Musically it\is an un- 
equalled tone picture. Handel was gift- 
ed in a remarkable degree with the 
quality of genius necessary for the ex- 
Pression of thoughts in music. The 
most familiar example of this is his 
famous “Dead March,” wherein he ex- 
Presses the dread fact of death and 
‘ts attendant sorrow, but closes with 
® triumphant expression of faith in a 
resurrection. “Sgmson” abounds in 
Passages instinct with the longings, 
the sorrows, the passions of men and 
Women; but the note of faith in not 
forgotten and in the majestic hymn, 
beginning (‘Let the Bright Seraphim,” ‘| 
it bursts forth im splendid triumph. 
Such an oratorio is necessarily difficult 
of production. Its theme is a tragedy, 
and this is what dominates the music. 
Hence there is an almort lack of tri- 
umphant phrases, and the singers have 
to be content to end their solos with 
Passages, Which, while calling for ex- 
ecution of the highest order, do not 
whow the voices to the best advantage 
in a popular sense of the term.

There were 400 passengers on board,’ 
and « lot of them on the shore side, and 
lots of people on the dock. seeing a 
rope hanging over the Veasel's side If 
stasped it, calling to some men to help 
us up. No sooner said than done, for 
Mrs, Fawcett was taken hold of by two, 
who passed her up the side to two pas+ 
sengers on board, and up she went, The 
same process was carried out with re- 
spect to myself. The valises, wraps, 
and even a bouquet were thrown up, By 
this time we were clear of the dock by 
about two feet, but we were on board, 
amidst the cheers of hundreds. 

In my hurried ascent I got hurt, and 
had to go at once to my room and stay 
there till ‘morning. Thus ended this 
“race for the sea," the Mrst time in my” 
life I remember to have beon late for 
anywhere or anything: * 

I might here remark that had we 
been one minute (sixty seconds—think 
of it) later, we should have been left 
behind, for since then I was told that 
it was against the law for us to be 
taken on board in this summary manner. 
Had there been an accident caused by 
this proceeding, the ship would have 
been liable to an action, all passengers 
having legally to be taken on board by 
gang Dlank. I suppose this was the 
reason ‘the first officer told me I was too 
late, and why the ship's officers took no 
hand in the transaction. I cannot find 
fault with the motor man, for he took 
great risks in speeding us on‘to make 
the. run of twenty-three odq miles In 
three-quarters of en hour. But “all's 
well that ends well” is a true saying. 

But I am too fast in this quotation. 
By evening the wind blew a gale, the 
sea rose moutitains high, and ths most 
tempestuous night for ten years was ex- 
Pperienced. We were locked in our 
rooms, the waves breaking right over 
the ship. The storm lasted ali the day 
and niglit following, and we arrived at 
@an Franciseo fourteen hours late. Mr. 
| Hamahaw, clilef steward, who has been 
in the company's service since boy- 
hood, and made 1,000 voyages, told me 
he could not remember its equal. The 
steamer Harvard put out same day as 
us and was so battered ashe nad to put 
back to port, and is now laid up for 
repairs; also the big vessel Great 
Northern had‘ to call for assistance.

Passengers ‘on Great Liner 

of Ways in. Which 

They Were Saved—Captain 
Turner Is Reticent, 


QUEENSTOWN, Ireland, May 8.—w. 
G. BE) Meyers, of Btratford, Ontario, six- 
teen Years old, who was on his way to 
Join the British mavy as a cadet, said: 

“L had just gone to the upper deck af- 
ter Ignch to Play & game of quoits with 
two other boys, One of them looking 
over the side saw a white streak in the 
weter and cried out, ‘There's a torpedo 
coming straight at.us.” W. mtohed it 
until it struck with an awful explosion, 
Then we rushed to the boat deck. Just 
aa we got there s huge quantity of wood 
splinters and great masses of water 
flew al) around us. . 

“A second torpedo struck us about 
four minutes after the first. I went be- 
tow to secure a life belt, and met.« wo- 
man whe was frenzied with fear, I 
triea calm her, and helped her into 
@ boat” Then I saw a boat which waa 
Nearly swamped. I got into it, and with 
other Bien baled it-out: Then a crowd 
of men clambéred into it and nearly 
swamped it again.” 

Rev. H. W. Simpson, of Rossland, 
B.-C,, @ passenger in the second cabin, 
saved himself by clinging to an up-— 
turned boat. 

“After a struggle we filled thie boat 
With all we could rescue.” Mr, Simp- 
aon seid today. “We tied a piece of 
trousers to an oar and hoisted it as a 
signel of distress. A big trewler came 
along and took us aboard. 

“When We were struck I was in the 
saloon. Life belts were handed around, 
butahe people did not’ want to put them 
on, and they rushed off to the deck just 
as they were.” . 

William Brown, another survivor, said 
he decided not to, Join the rush for the 
bosta “I came :te the conclusion: that 
a life belt was the thing for me,” he 
sald. “Bo I went to my cabin and ne- 
cured one. With it on, I slid down a 
long repe into the water, Subsequently 
I wae picked up,”. 

H. Smethurat, a steerage passenger, 
Was saved in the same way. He had put 
hig wife into a liféboat and, In spite of 
urging, he fefused- to accompany 
her, saying the women and children 
must go first. After the boat with his 
wife in it had pulled away, the husband 
put on « life belt, slipped into the wa- 
ter and floated until he wan picked up. 
Captain Turner, commander of the 
Lusitania, has refused thus far to make 
any formal statement. His first remark, 
on landing was one of quiet irony. 
“Well,” he sald, “it is the fertune of 
war.” ~ 

The captain secluded himself at night 
in his apartment, but was able to be 
about today in uniform. He ‘displayed 
great grief over the loss of his vessel, 
but has expressed no opinion on the ac- 
tion of the Germans. Captain Turner 
remained on the Lusitania’s bridge un- 
til the structure was submerged, and 
then climbed up a ladder aa would a 
diver from a« tank. When he reached 
the surface he grasped a chair. He 
clung to the chair for nearly two hours, 
and, finally, when the chair turned over, 
he flung up a gold-braided arm. This 
Was seen by a member of the crew in 
one of the lifeboats, and thus. the cap- 
tain was saved. He waa terribly broken 
down when he landed on Friday even- 
ing, but after @ rest, he appeared ta be 
nearly normal today. 

None of the survivors had any com- 
plaint to make regarding the conduct of 
the crew. All agree that everything pos- 
sible was done under the circumstances. 
‘The first train loaded with survivor 
left Queenstown this afternoon en route 
to London.

An American banker, who has return- 
ed to ‘London - from : Berlin, where: he 
lived for years, tells about the situation 
in Germany in the following plain words 
to the Engiien: 
Gepuing ‘uneasiness has, been caused, 
in the American “colonies” of 
Berlin, Hamburg, Dresden, Munich and 
other German cities by the unodoubted- 
ly rising tide of popular 1!l-will against 
the United States. The refusal of the 
Washington Government to yield to the 
German-Americans’ demands to stop 
arms and munitions from reaching the 
Allies is filling the Germans with rage. 
A few weeks ago the newspapers, in- 
Gluding the Government-- controlied 
Lokal-Anseiger and the very popular 
B, Z. am Mittag, launched @ systematic 
campaign of vituperation against the 
“money-grabbing Yankees.”. The cam- 
palgn was apparently choked off by the 
Government, because newspaper attacks 
ceased as suddenly as they began; but 


Americans nowadays can hardly meet 
German friends without becoming the 
target.of the most violent tiradgs, The 
Germans are convinced the Allies are 
holding out only because America is 
furnishing them with shot and shell. 
When,.six months or @ year hence, or 
whenever “the big push” sets in, and 
the ‘mans begin to realize, as I think 
they will have to, ‘that “the game is 
up,” I believe America will get the 
Mon’ #hare of the blame. They will 
say to us, “You did it. We had them 
Neked til! you grasping Yankees came 
along and insisted on helping them to 
hold oyt, Then it will be a case of 
“Gott strafe Amerika,’ ” , 

At present no German is capable even 
of dreaming of the possibility of defeat, 
or if he harbors such notiong he keeps 
them to himaelf. 

You English should not be deceived 
by newspaper statements reaching you 
from various Continental points to the 
effect, that Germany is on the brink of 
starvation, I have just closed my house 
in the fashionable residential part of 
Berlin. My housebold budget was not 
more than 25 per cent higher on March 
10 than i¢ was on July 10, 1914, Various 
vinple articles of food cost more—as 
they do In London—but hardly one is 
beyond the reach of the ordinary 
middle-class householder, or even of the 
humbler classes. Everybody must have

of! bread. My family of four and two 
servants hever used thé whole of qur 
ticket for the week.

Shopping an@ Cafe-Going X 
I find, too, a vast amount of foolish

@uétrial conditions tn Germany. Trade 
does not seem to me to have Been ma- 
terialiy dislocated. Wertheim's and 
‘Tiets’s, the two great shops, appear to 
bave their regular flow of customers, 
buying less expensive things and lesa of 
them than before, but doing “business 
a Usual” all the same. The coffee- 
houses, the restaurants, the theatres, 
the concert-halls, the picture palaces 
and other eatadlishments dependent on 
public patronage seem to be doing as 
well us eight months ago.

But of/ 
eonfidence in ultimate victory, the sup- 
ply in Germany was never ao, opulent! 

Paper Money Galore 

The “plentifulness of money” is pro- 
bably the biggest—almost the only— 
“bluff” Germany is “putting up.” The 
money so “plentifuljy” in circulation is 
paper currency of value as low as one 
mark (1s.), flowing from the Imperial 
Treasury like water, There is a colos- 
mal gold reserve in the Imperial, Bank, 
something like £115,000,000 by the last 
report, but the people do not seem’ to 
understand that the vaunted success of 
the two war loans, gregating some- 
thing Itke £700,000,000 or £800,000,000, 
must be more or less fictitious. The 
people bave no gold, and hardly any 
silver, to purchase blocks of war-stock. 
They have only their paper, which ts 
issued, turned in to the Government, put 
out in circulation in payment for army 
contracts and other business purposes, 
turned in again, and re-issued—an end- 
less chain of transactions in paper 
money, which is money only because 
the Government's gtamp on it says so. 
The. Germans, in.their pensive moments, | 
wonder where the £60,000,000 a year to 
pay the interest on thelr war loans is 
going to come from, 

The Germans, in my judgment, thanks 
to farsighted precautionary measures 
and their natural frugality, can. never 
be starved into surrender, They ‘can be 
inconvenienced—they are now—but that 
is a diffefent thing. 1 honeatly ‘believe 
they can hold out, in the field, in ‘their 
business, and in thelr homes for at least 
another year, if not longer.: YOu have 
to fight them for months and months 
yet, | think, to beat them to their knees!

As engaged on the ralding’ account, and 
they have now disappeared, but how, 
when and where is a mystery. The 
ancient mariners were quite accustomed 
to sueh vanishings. + “Many an “island 
they discovered ‘proved tobe unreal, 
and many @n anciént barque sailed out 
into the whkhown and never returned, 
In these days, however, With all the 
facilities stiente has provided for the 
collection and dissemination ef informa- 
tion, it is surprising that these cruisers 
should have faded away like the phan- 
tom Flying Dutchman, 

The Karlsruhe, in the North Atlantic, 
success of commerce raiding 
during the firat four months of the war, 
and her retord was nearly as high as 
that of the Emden. She was specially 
notorious for the number of auxiliary 
vessels, some of her own capture, which 
she employed, spreading them around 
her lke a spider's web, to give notice of 
Mmeoming files or warning of danger, 
She wan also noted for her alleged hair- 
breadth escapes from British cruisers, 
Towards the end of November, Dowever, 
her activities appear to have ceased, 
and since that*time there e been 
many reports concerning her fate.

Aboard a Mined Warship 


An officer with the British Fleet at 
the Dardaneciles writes: 

I will give you # short account of our 
eacape from the poor old Irresistible on 
Thursday, March 18. 

When we went into the Dardanelles 
that afternoon we had no idea we were 
to be in special danger of being mined. 
On the morning of the 18th the Queen 
Elizabeth, Lord Nelson, 
and inflexible went in and fred at tong 
range; later the four French ships wont 
in to Closer range. At this time we 
Were of the entrance and saw (but 
not for certain) the Bouvet meet with 
@inaster and sink tn 2 min. 45 mec. 

1 went down below at 2 p.m, ‘when 
the Irresistibie, Majestic, Ocean and Al- 
bion went up to elése range to relieve 


electric torch on him, and he found the 
Way up quite easily. 

We climbed out on to the quarter- 
deck and found the men mustering 
there. There were no destroyers visible, 
so the prospects were rather dismal! for 
getting away. In the hurry of getting 
up the turret I left my cork li It at 
the bottom of the turret. The inner 
tube of my “bike” tire was in my cabin, 
so L nipped down below to get it. My 
first effort was a failure, as the water- 
tight door near my cabin was closed, 
Meantime the ahip kept floating very 
well, #0 I thought we should be all 
right. 

On coming on to the quarterdeck 
again I found someone had opened the 
ward-room skylight, so I climbed down 
there, got to my cabin in the dark, and 
brought up the tire and pump, which 
I blew up, together with the swimming 
collar. All this time we had been 
drifting towards the beach—our engines 
being disabled—and about this time the 
Turks began to shell us with 6-in. 
howltzera and other big guns. We were 
trying to take cover behind the turret, 
and | noticed two shells explode about 
ten to fifteen yards off. 

A destroyer came up alongside us, I 
then turned round to look for our en- 
gineer Heutenant, but he had dis- 
appeared. Afterwards we heard he took 
to the water and w: picked up by a 
steamboat. I now thought it was about 
time to clear out myself, as the shells 
were exploding all round us and the 
combination of that and the possibility 
of the ship sinking was somewhat 
alarming. 


from the astern of the Irr 
only her bows were touching us right 
forward. I did not faney going through 
the battery where the shells came from, 
ao 1 decided to climb over the 
walk along the net-shelf and’get on the 
destroyer. There were a number of 
men there and progress forward was 
very slow. Lots of them jumped over- 
hoard and were hauled on board the 
destroyer by rope-ends. I caught a line 
that was thrown from a destroyer, an 
an R.N.R. Heutenant in her beckoned 
me to jump, which I 4id and was hauled 
on board, 

There were 610 of our men in ‘the 
destroyer—it would have been a calam- 
ity had « shell dropped in the middle 
of them. They shoved off soon after 
I got on board and shortly we were ali 
put on board the Queen Elizabeth. 

We had 16 wounded and 13 killed; 
among the latter was a Meutenant, the 
midshipman, the warrant-officer and 
the a ant clerk missing. The last- 
named wae killed or drowned, we fear. 
Poor boy, he only joined the ship about 
four weeks before. We spent two nights 
in the Queen Elizabeth off Tenedos and
